Driven Broadside Through a Nar- 
row Channel She Miraculously 
Escapes Destruction. 



Severe Injuries to Passeng-ers and 
Crew— Prospects for Raising 
the " Corona." 



Nanaimo, Feb. 22. — (Special) — The 
Geo. W. Elder left Juneau on Monday 
morning, February 14, with thirty pass- 
engers. The trip was an uneventful one 
until Queen Charlotte Bound was 
reached. Then, on Saturday morning nt 
a. m.,aBevero wind and snow storm 
wnB encountered, and owing to tho ship 
being without ballast ehe toBsed in the 
mighty seas like a gull and soon became 
unmanageable in the storm, which whb 
running at 100 milea an hour. At this 
time the C.P.N. Co.'e steamer Islander, 
with 400 passengers, was insight making 
for shelter. 

The Elder wbb blown through Goletas 
channel, and it required the greatest ex- 
ertion on the part of Capt. Hinckle and 
Pilot Edwards to keep tne craft oil' the 
rocks close at hand on both Bides. A 
blinding Bnowstorm was now blowing 
and the passengers thought every mo- 
ment she would go crashing to destruc- 
tion. The vessel was drifting at the rate 
of four miles an hour, and at 12 noon got 
out to sea, when the crew endeavored to 
hoist sails, and succeeded, but in a few 
minutes the Bails were in threads. From 
2:30 p.m. until 9 she drifted about in 
the sea. The glasa commenced to drop, 
and at 9 p.m. it was 28 :90. During the 
night the glasB rose and the storm 
began to moderate, but on Sunday 
morning the ship waa utterly help- 
lesB and exposed to the fury of tho 
waveB. At 2:30 Sunday afternoon the 
wind changed to southwest and the 
Bteamer could be managed with her 
steering gear. When the sea abated the 
vessel was within 25 miles of Milbank 
sound and her course waB changed to 
south. At 9 a.m. Monday the wind had 
completely abated but a heavy snow 
storm was encountered. 

Several casualties occurred during the 
trip, and all the passengers were more 
or less injured. Among the moat seri- 
oinly injured is Mr. E. A. CasBel, presi- 
dent of the Juneau board of trade and 
representative of the Dyea Contract 
Transportation Company of Seattle, who

had his kneecap broken by bsing thrown 
against the deckhouseaduring the storm. 
Another cabin passenger named Davie, 
of California, had his wrist broken. 
Cnptain Henkle, who waa completely 
exhausted, laid down in his buuk for a 
w minutes, leaving I he vessel in charge 
of the pi lota. Mr. CaeBel waa iu the 
captain's stateroom on a sofa. The 
Bhip took a heavy lurch, throw- 
ing tho captain from his berth 
acrosa the stateroom, where he struck a 
heavy blow on the steam heater and 
was knocked senseless, but soon recov- 
ered and was on the bridge again, 
though considerably the worse for his 
fall. Mr. Caesel in trying to assist the 
heipless captain sprained hid tliumb. 
Pilot Thompson waa also thrown from 
his berth and had a rib broken on his 
left aide. He left the ahip here for the 
Sound. 

Goletas channel, through which the 
Elder waa blown, is located between 
Vancouver and Galiano islands, and is 
not more than half a mile wide, and con- 
sidering that the vessel was blown 
broadside through this channel, bIio 
had a marvtlloua escape only 
accomplished by extremely diffi- 
cult navigation. The weather-beaten 
eteamer put into Departure Bay this 
morning considerably worse for her 
battle, and left for Portland thia after- 
noon. Tho following names of passen- 
gers weVe obtained : H. A. Seacome, A. 
H. Betie, A. J. Buabv, J. W. M. FoBter, 
0. C. McBride, A. M. Beckwith, C. H. 
James, Mrs. A, C. Bates, Win. and llv, 
Olson, Gus Eckere, F. R. Stokes, J. D. 
R'ze, Jos. Deal, E. A. Cassel. 

Mr. CasBel is at tho Hotel Wilson here 
and will leave for the Sound in the 
morning. lie has the following notice 
of warning, issued by the Alaska Cham- 
ber of Commerce, regarding transferring 
of freight from BteamerB at Dyea: 

"There are ample dockage facilities at 
Dyea for handling freight in any 
amount promptly and safely. The 
old method of landing outfits and freight 
by boats and lighters on the beach at 
high water is dangerous and occasions 
damage. Do not he misled by misre 
presentation of parties interested in 
lighters and landing charges. Insist rn 
having your freight landed at the Dyea 
wharf, where it will be properly ware- 
housed and cared for instead of being 
dumped on the beach and exposed to the 
v eathor.j 

"This iB signed by L. G. Kaufman, 
stcretary." 

Several passengers of the Elder wish 
to state that it was only through the 
great skill of the officers of the vessel 
that another Bad catastrophe la not 
chronicled. The oflicerH claim that they 
would not be Burpriaed to hear of many 
accidents during the 3G-hour gale of last 
week in the northern waters." 

The Elder on the 16th Btopped at the 
scene of the wreck cf the Corona, wiiere 
it waa learned that providing no acci- 
dent occurred tho ill-fated Bteamer 
would be raised by Messrs. Goodall & 
(J J. not later than tho end of February. 



Kingston, Jamaica, Feb. 22. — Numer- 
ous complaints have been received re- 
cently by the government of British 
Guiana in regard to alleged ill-treat- 
ment by white Eettlera of the Indian na- 
tives resident in the hack territories con- 
tiguous to the Brazilian frontier. Cases 
of ill-treatment, extortion and unjuBt 
bargaining were brought to the at- 
tention of the government, and 
in consequence the Hon. M. Turk, CM. 
G., government protector of Indians, wfB 
sent to the Bpot to make an official 
inquiry. Mr. Turk returned to Demer- 
ar.. on February 1 and bio report has 
now been placed before the authorities. 
HiB firat viBit was to Quilita, a large In- 
dian village near the junction of the 
Rupununi river with the Essequibo, 
then he crossed the Savannah country to 
the Takutu river, which forniB the 
boundary between Britiah Guiana and 
Brazil, and proceeded up the Takutu 
until he reached Tavar creek. Here or- 
dera wore issued for a general assem- 
blage of the Indians and a strict enquiry 
was instituted. 

Mr. Turk found, unfortunately, that 
too many of the com plain ta were made 
on good grounds. The old chiefa had all 
died and no aucceBsorB had been ap- 
pointed. The absence of these leaders, 
who had formed a medium of communi- 
cation between the BritiBh Guiana gov- 
ernment and the Indiana, had been 
taken advantage of by the sottlerB, 
who in many caseB had been 
guilty of unjust and unscrupu- 
lous bargaining and open rob- 
bery. The nativee, whoa are a 
peaceful and innocent poople, rapidly 
paeeing away before the inrush of civili- 
zation, had been completely victimized, 
eapecially over land cases, and their poa- 
sesaionB taken away without compensa- 
tion or redresB. 

TheBe wrongs have now been in some 
degree remedied and new captains or 
chisfa appointed for each diarrict, who 
hold commissions from the government 
and who will report any grievance com- 
plained of. Mr. Turk returnB with en- 
tbuaiaBtic viewa aa to tlie capabilitiea of 
these outlying territories. The land at 
present affords excellent pasturage and 
" the soils ar6 pre-eminently euited for 
cultivation.

The body of a man and a little 
irirl were recovered from a portion of a 
floating hull near the lightship to-day 
by the tug 10. V. McCaulcy.

Havana, Feb. 22.— The court of in- 
quiry into the Maine disaster opened at 
10 :30 and took a roceaa at 12 :30. Lieut. 
G. F. W. Holman, navigator and ord- 
nance officer of the Maine was examined 
at the morning seBBion. The court met 
for the afternoon session at 1 :30 o'clock 
and Lieut.-Commander Wainwright, ex- 
ecutive officer of the Maine, waa called 
to the witneaa atand. He has been in 
immediate charge of the wreck since the 
explosion. 

Four divera are at work, two on the 
fore part of the Bhip and the others aft. 
Nearly all tho poeBible salvage has now 
been made from the cabin. The efforts 
to reach the ward and mess rooms are 
frustrated by Rome unknown obstacle. 
It is expected to find bodies in theao 
rooms. Two caaea of ten-inch ammu- 
nition have been found, the one having 
exploded the other full of powder. TheEe 
were found forward. The work of secur- 
ing the bodies under the hatch has been 
most difficult in the dark, but it is hoped 
that the electric light will be of great 
assistance. The bodies are much muti- 
lated and some are burned. 

Washington, Feb. 22.— All the gov- 
ernment departments were closed to- 
dav save the navy department, where a 
few of the officials assembled to receive 
any dispatchea that might arrive and to 
close the contract with the wreckers for 
the recovery of the effects from the 
Maine and the vessel herself, if that be 
practicable. The signing of the wreck- 
ing contract waa the moat important 
event of the day, and thia concluded the 
officialB closed up BhoD and went home 
to enjoy a respite from the rush of the 
past week. 

Captain Sigsbee was heard from in a 
despatch which indicatea that cloee at- 
tention will be given to the coal bunkers, 
by the naval court of inquiry at Havana. 
The officialB unquestionably have been 
for aome time preparing for any emer- 
g'etfeynhat may arise, but appearances"-- 
at the department to-day would indicate 
that any necessary orders have been 
given already, and that the situation was 
not one calling for immediate activity at 
Washington. At Norfolk the Monitor 
and Terror have been ordered to be in 
readiness, and may be sent to New York 
later. 

The senate passed a bill to add two 
artillery regiments to the Btrength of the 
army. This measure haa been urged for 
many montba by officials of the war de- 
partment, who foresaw that while con- 
gress of late years had taken measures 
for the protection of ourcoaata by con- ' 
siderable appropriations for defensive 
works and great guns, it had not pro- 
vided the men necessary to operate thebo 
engineB of war. Should the houBe paas 
the bill, it will enable the department to 
carry out plans it haa long had in view. 

Criticisms lately passed upon the state- 
of the army and fortifications has caused, 
increased activity in military matters,, 
and to some extent this is responsible- 
for representatives arriving from various 
quarters at army poata. A report was 
circulated that Gen. Milea, as com- 
mander of the army, had issued orders 
for troops at all forte to be on the alert 
and ready for immediate action, but thia 
waa promptly denied by the general's 
chief of staff. Nothing whatever of a 
BenEational character occurred in Wash- 
ington, and on the whole the day waB 
free from rumors by comparison with its 
immediate predecessors for the past 
week or more. 



The Sugar Conference. 
London, Feb. 22.— The Post says that 
Belgium has decided to postpone the in- 
ternational sugar conference indefinitely 
owing to tho want of unanimity among 
the beet growing powers. The paper 
adds that Great Britain will probably 
lose no time in inviting a conference in 
London, where the difficulties that have 
occurred at Brussela are not likely to 
arise.

Hamiltou Smith Says Ho Would 
Build Railway for Quarter the 
Subsidy Promised. 



Speedy Arrangement of the Deal 
Prevented the Submission of 
His Oiler. 



The Commons Goes Electioneering 
—Booming' Edmonton lioute— 
Yukon Crops. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Feb. 22.— On Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier'a motion the house adjourned 
to-day until next Tuesday. He assigned 
the storm as the reason, but the Ontario 
elections is the real cause. 

The premier read correspondence and 
made a statement concerning Hamilton 
Smith's offer to build the Yukon rail- 
way. The correspondence embraces a 
letter from Smith to Premier Laurier, 
■written last week, containing the offer 
already published. Mr. Smith began by 
pointing out the great advantage of the 
DawBon trail where he wanted to place 
the railway. He went on to say that he 
had some time before communi- 
cated to Mr. Sifton through 
mutual friend a proposition to 
conatruct the railway. This friend 
brought back word that the government 
would prefer the Stikine route, where- 
upon Mr. Smith stated that his 
companv would build the road 
by the Stikine if that rquto 
were selected for the same subsidy. 
He added that he had been greatly sur- 
prised recently on returning from abroad 
to find that a contract had been made 
with other capitalists without giving his 
company even a chance to make a formal 
proposition. The letter proffered to 
build the Stikine road for a million acres 
of land. 

After reading the letter, Sir Wilfred 
Laurier stated that when he received it 
he arranged a meeting with Hamilton 
Smith, Sir Richard Oartwright and Mr. 
Blair being present. At that meeting 
Mr. Smith was asked the name of the 
Montreal friend by whom he sent hia 
offer to Mr. Sifton. He named Sir Wm. 
Van Home. Afterwards Mr. Sifton 
Btated that no offer had been received 
through Van Horne. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier concluded by reading a letter 
from Van Horne, in which the latter 
Raid he had not made any offer to Sifton 
for the construction of this railway, and 
that he was not authorized by Mr. 
Smith's company to do eo. 

This ended the statement read by 
Premier Laurier. It seems to show that 
there was a misunderstanding between 
Mr. Smith and his Montreal friend. 
However, it is maintained that the gov- 
ernment did not give Mr. Smith a 
chance to tender after the route was de- 
cided on, and that he loBt no time as 
soon as he knew the government's in- 
tentions, to place his offer to construct 
the railway for, it is claimed, one quar- 
ter of the 8ubbidy proposed in the 
measure before the house. 

Major Cook, Prince of Wales Rifles, 
Montreal, will have command of this 
year's Bieley team. Capt. Smith, St. 
John Rifles, will be adjutant. 

The snowstorm, which lasted three 
days, cleared to-night, but railway traf- 
fic is paralyzed. 

Eastern boards of trade will interview 
the government on Thursday in favor of 
the Edmonton route. 

The curfew by-law was wiped out last 
night. 

WARSHIPS FOB SALE. 

A Number in Great Britain Being Built for 
Impecunious Governments. 

London, Feb. 22. — Two armored ves- 
sels, Bix protected cruiBers, thirteen tor- 
pedo boat destroyers and five torpedo 
boats are now building in Great Britain 
for foreign governments.

Snow Blockade Adds to the Embarrass- 
ment Accompanying the Rate War. 

Montreal, Feb. 22.— (Special)— Rail- 
way traffic is demoralized by a big snow 
atorm which has been raging almost 
without cessation now for three days. 
There was no C.P.R. train to Toronto 
last night and the line is still badly 
blocked. The Grand Trunk also is hav- 
ing its share of trouble, particularly un 
its Eastern division. 

Toronto, Feb. 22.— The Grand Trunk 
has as vet made no reply to the Canadian 
Pacific'cut in local passenger rateB to 
Ontario and Quebec points touched by 
the former road. It says the Canadian 
Pacific seeina determined to draw it into 
a rate war againBt its own inclinations. 

WASHINGTON'S BIRTHDAY. 

Jenator Morgan Would Celebrate It by 
Building in Haste the Greatest 
Warnhlp Afloat. 

Philadelphia, Feb. 22.— President 
MclCinley to-day attended the Washing- 
ton's Birthdaycommemoration exercises 
of the University of Pennsylvania. The 
President was the principal speaker, 
tie devoted himBelf entirely to eulogiz- 
ing George Washington. Many repre- 
sentatives of newspapers throughout the 
country were present expecting that the 
President would refer to the disaster to 
the Maine, but they were disappointed. 

Washington, Feb. 22.— As soon as the 
reading oi the historic farewell address 
of Washington was concluded by Mr. 
Lodge in the senate to-day, Mr. Hawley, 
of Connecticut, chairman of the military 
affairs committee, called up the bill pro- 
viding for the enlistment of two regi- 
ments of artillery for service in manning 
the heavy coast defence batteries which 
congress has provided in the past two 
years. There wbb no opposition to the 
measure and it was passed by a vote of 
52 to 20 

Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, offered and 
secured the addition of a resolution in- 
structing the committee on naval affairs 
to inquire and report to the senate 
whether a war ship to be named the 
George Washington and to equal the 
moBt powerful in the world could be 
constructed and commissioned within 
twelve months. 



VICTORIA IS THE PLACE. 

California Miners Bear Additional Testi- 
mony to the Advantages of This Ciry 
as an Outfitting Point. 

Leaving for the North on the Danube 
this evening are II. H. Bacon and a 
party of eight, who came to Victoria 
from San Francises. They have out 
fitted here and are very well pleased 
with the treatment they have received 
here, having, as Mr. Bacon states, re- 
ceived every courtesy from Victorians. 
They have secured two years' supplies 
in this city, also contracting in San 
Francisco for a year's outfit to be sent to 
Dawson by the all-water route. 

They find, after taking into considera- 
tion the customs duty that they have 
saved by outfitting in Victoria about if-10 
to the man. 

Mr. Bacon, who wbb spoken to last 
evening, said that he found that in some 
casea the American Coast mer- 
chants sold articles a trifle cheaper 
than the merchants of Victoria. The 
party will procure dogs at Dyea and go 
through to Dawson in a rush. They 
have secured a claim on Bonanza Creek, 
about six miles from the Klondike capi- 
tal. 

The party are all etrong, sturdy men, 
and experienced miners, all having 
mined in California and all being de- 
termined not to leave the Klondike until 
they have made their pile. 



ALBERKI AFFAIRS. 

Farmers' Institute Organized— Court of In- 
dependent Foresters Established. 

Axberni, Feb. 21.— A large and repre- 
sentative meeting of the farmers of Al- 
berni district was hold on the afternoon 
of Saturday, the 19th inst., in tho town 
hall here, for the purpose of finishing 
the organizations of a farmers' institute 
and electing officers and directors and 
other business. R. II. Wood, who waB 
appointed secretary pro tem at a previ- 
ous meeting, presided until the new offi- 
cers were elected. Thirty-six joined the 
institute and the beat of harmony pre- 
vailed. Tho following are the officers: 
President, Alan W. Neill ; vice-presi- 
dent, Wm. Leeeon; directors, K. L. 
Gill, Leslie Reeves, Stanley Bayne. Mr. 
R. H. Wood was asked by the meeting to 
act as secretary-treasurer. When the 
officers were eelected Mr. Neill took the 
chair amid applause and delivered an 
inaugural address, touching on the im- 
portance of Buch an institution to the 
diBtrict. A number of suggestions wero 
made by those present as to the future 
work to be taken in hand. After the 
general meeting adjourned a directors' 
meeting was held, at which Mr. Wood's 
appointment as secrotary-treasurer was 
confirmed, and a programme was ar- 
ranged for the next meeting, which 
takes place at tho town hall, Alberni, on 
Wednesday, March 2. 

The weather continues boisterous with 
much enow and rain. 

A meeting was held in the town hall 
on the 10th in the interests of the Inde- 
pendent Order of Foresters, Rev. C. Tay- 
lor occupying the chair. The chairman 
Btated that this meeting was called for 
the purpose of listening to an address 
upon the objects and principles of the 
Independent Order of Foresters, from 
Mr. J. H. Falconer, deputy Bupreme 
chief ranger and organizer of tho order. 
Mr. David Paterson stated that he 
could bear testimony to the great 
amount of good done by the I. 0. F., ami 
he thought that the time had come when 
they should have a lodge of this kind in 
Alberni. Mr. P. A. Ilaslam, J. P., 
agreed with the remarks made by the 
previouB gentlemen, and said that tho I. 
0. F. looked after their members while 
in health, and provided for Jthein in 
aicknesB, it contributed to their own sup- 
port in case of total and permanent dis- 
ability, and at death the I.O.F. prompt- 
ly pays the insurance to their benefici- 
aries. Dr. Pybus dealt with the order 
from a medical practitioner's stand point, 
as also did Dr. Watson. Mr. Falconer 
was next introduced to the meeting. He 
made an eloquent appeal to the people 
of Alberni and district to avail them- 
selves of the opportunity of establishing 
a branch of tho I, 0. F. A motion was 
made and carried, every one present 
voting for it, that the meeting proceed 
to form a lodge of the I. O. F. in Alberni 
forthwith. A voto of thanks was passed 
to the chairman and tho meeting ad- 
journed until Saturday, when organiza- 
tion was partly proceeded with, the re- 
quired number of names being upon the 
charter.

THE LAND REPORT. 

Interesting Information From the Depart- 
ment in Chnrge of Hon. George 
13. Martin. 

The annual report of the chief com- 
missioner of lands and worka as to the 
business of his department during the 
paBt year, flatly and emphatically con- 
tradicts the opposition contention that 
the making of roads and bridges has pro- 
gressed less satisfactorily than in former 
years— for 117 pages are given of solid 
information concerning road work in all 
parts of tho country. Besides this road 
work, Bixty-Bix contracts were awarded 
on tenders publicly invited, and full de- 
tails of which are given in the report 
the appearance of which so soon after 
the period dealt with testifies to the 
thoroughness of the system prevailing in 
the land office under Hon. Mr. Martin's 
regime. The timber inapector'a 
statement in his report to the chief com 
missioner gives the following statement 
of timber and cordwood cut during 189 
not including that from the Dominion 
or the Esquimalt and Nanaimo railway 
lands, per returns sent in by the saw- 
mills and others : On crown lands, 
01,961,047 feet; on timber leaseholds, 
39,014,010 feet; total, 100,975,057 feet; 
the royalty payable thereon, $50,4S7.82. 
On private property, 4,903,740 feet ; not 
subject to royalty". Total, 105,939,39 
feet. Estimated amount to be allowed 
for rebate on exportation, ^ 17.35S.57 ; net 
royalty on timber would then be $33, 
129.55. Add royalty collected on cord 
wood, $12,354.-10; total net royalty, 
$45,483.65. Add rental accruing 
timber leases in 1897, $46,931.29. Add 
licenses, special, 78 at $50, $3,950. Add 
licenses, general, 93 at $10, $930. Total 
net revenue derivable from timber 
sources, $97,294 94.

FOR THE PUBLIC SiFETY. 

Additional Inspectors of Steamboats 
Hulls to Be Appointed in British 
Columbia. 

British Columbia shipping interests 
have become so ex tensive in recent months 
that the Dominion government has de 
cided to increase the number of steam- 
boat inspectors in this province and to 
establish new offices for them in some 
of the leading cities. Mr. E. Adams, 
chairman of the Board of Steamboat In- 
spection for the Dominion arrived in the 
city last evening and is registered at tt 
New England. He is here to conduct 
examinations of candidates for the posi 
tions of inspectors for the Domin 
ion of steamboats, boilers, machinery 
and IiuIIb. The object of these 
examinations, Mr. Adams would not dis- 
cuss in detail last evening, nor would he 
confirm the report that new inspection 
offices were to be established throughout 
the Dominion. Tho examinations, he 
stated, would be conducted in the office 
of the inspector here, and might possibly 
last two weeks — or a much Bborter time. 
Applications for the inspection service 
are to be accompanied with proofs of 
former experience, together with testi- 
monials as to sobriety and char- 
acter, which must be Batiafactory 
to bo considered by the examinera. 
For the position of boiler and machinery 
inspector applicants require to have 
technical qualifications of not less than 
the requirements of a first-class engin- 
eer, with satisfactory knowledge of en- 
gines and boilers ; while for the position 
of hull inspector a knowledge of the 
strength and construction of vessels and 
their safety will be required. 

The action which the government is 
taking in this line of service will be tho 
means of relieving steamboat iuapector 
J. A. Thomson and inspector of hulls, 
Capt. R. Colliater, of a vast amount of 
work. At present tho duty of these offi- 
cials requires at times their presence in 
half a dozen places in tho province at 
once. The increased activity in the 
Northern business giving employment to 
so many craft and being the came of 
construction for so many now ones.takca 
up a great deal of the present inspectors' 
duties. 

Director Saunders of the Central ex- 
perimental farm has issued a bulletin on 
the probability of agriculture in the 
Yukon country. He recommends tho 
kinds of vegetable and fodder crops 
which sho uld he tented.

The steamer on which they arrived 
reached port at 9 o'clock and before 
leaving for the Sound discharged 97 tone 
of freight for Victoria merchants. 

A first-class entertainment was 
given last evening in the Blue Ribbon 
hall, Esquimalt. " Tb'eSecret Woman," 
a one-act play, constituted the dramatic 
part of the entertainment, and gave gen- 
eral satisfaction. The following ladies 
and gentlemen assisted in the evening's 
programme: Mrs. Willis, Mrs. Nieol, 
Mrs. Panter, Miss Richardson, -Lieut. 
Slayter, R.N., Lieut. Somerville, R.N., 
Mr. A. Lobb, and the members of the 
Orpheus Club. 

According to the San Francisco Call, 
the steamer City of Columbia, on her 
way from New York with a party of gold 
hunters, touched a hidden rock while 
'entering the harbor of Valparaiso the 
other day. She iB not thought to be 
seriously damaged, but nevertheless Cap- 
tain Baker will put her on the drydock 
for repairs. The passengers on the City 
of Columbia are making a holiday trip 
of it, having stopped at all the pointB of 
interest ao far between New York and 
Valparaiso. The vessel is now out sixty- 
three days, and it will probably be some 
time in April before she gets to San 
Francisco. 

Owing to tho frequency of wrecks in 
Northern waterB the insurance rateB on 
Northern boatB and their cargoes have 
been advanced. The insurance rate on 
freight on first claaa steamers ia now one 
per cent, below deck and three per cent, 
above, where formerly the rate was one 
per cent, below deck and two per cent, 
above. The rate on cargoea of dia- 
mantled Bhips or barties has been four 
per cent, below decks. It now is five 
per cent, below decks and from Beven to 
ten per cent, above decks. The insur- 
ance companies have loBt heavily on the 
Northern fleet, the total lops in recent 
wrecks amounting to $240,000. 

After a somewhat protracted illneBS, 
borne with quiet fortitude, death re- 
leased from suffering yesterday Mrs. 
William Wilson, of St. Charles street, 
wife of the senior member of tho well- 
known firm of W. & J. Wilson. The de- 
ceased estimable lady was a native of 
Whitehaven, Cumberland, Eng., and was 
in her 00th year. She had been a resi- 
dent of British Columbia and of Vic- 
toria since lS03,and few among the older 
residents of ttie city hut knew her as 
woman of unostentatious benevolence 
and great kindliness of heart. Among 
those moBt directly bereaved by Mrs. 
Wilson's demise are the sorrowing hus- 
band and a family of five eons and one 
daughter— -Meesrs. Joseph E. Wilson, 
William E. Wilson, H. Goulding Wil- 
son, Biggersta/F Wilson and Charles 
E. Wilson, and Mrs. J. W. Church. The 
funeral is arranged to take place on 
Friday afternoon. 

C. W. Blattner, who arrived from the 
north on the steamer TeeB on Monday 
afternoon, telle of an expected blockade 
on the Dyea pass. The day before he 
left Skagway lie says news reached the 
town that trouble was likely to arise 
between the government party that 
was being sent inland by 
of the paaa and a number of 
prospectors. This government party 
had claimed the right of priority 
travelling over the pass, while the min- 
ers refused this privilege and declared 
that they would stay by their contention 
through thick and thin. That there can 
be no immediate trouble, however, 
would seem certain from the fact that 
the passes are at present little 
used by any one owing to 
the extreme cold. Mr. Blattner 
has been in the lumber business 
at Skagway for the past five months 
He is an American and will shortly 
leave for the north again equipped for a 
prospecting trip into the Yukon. He 
says Skagway is a wild town, but any- 
one who watches himself need expect 
no harm. As for tho weather, ho says 
the thermometer has seldom been seen 
below zero this winter.

A SEA SECRET.

In the year 1849 tho Hon. Ensr India 
company's ship tho Star of Iuclia set 
sail from Madras for London, having on 
board ovi r 200 passengers, and among 
thorn Lord Glcnham, General Swift, 
Lady Artwell and Iter two daughters, 
and other men and women of note at 
homo and abroad. Aside from hor gen- 
eral cargo, tho ship carried treasure to 
the amount of $250,000. Tho hankers at 
Madras figured out that tho passengers 
must have had at least $100,000 among 
them, while an Indian potentate, on his 
way to bo received as a guest of royalty, 
had a strong box of jewelry and gems 
valued at. so great a sum that no one 
dared speak it. It was intended that 
the ship should be convoyed as far as 
tho capo of Good IIopo by a man-of- 
war, its there were plenty of pirate 
craft still afloat, but tho government 
vessel nu t with a mishap at sett and 
•was detai noil somewhere, and the Star 
finally decided to sail without her, and 
there was little fear but that she could 
tako care of herself. Two days out of 
Madras she was sighted and reported, 
but that was tho last seen or heard of 
her until the year 1804. 

Tho loss of the Star made a great sen- 
sation for several reasons, and when it 
■was finally concluded that she had boon 
lost various vessels wero sent in search 
of her, and every effort was made to as- 
certain her fate. In 185C a Malay sailor 
who died aboard of an English tea ship 
told her captain that the Star was at- 
tacked and captured by pirates to tho 
south of Ceylon, and that ho was ono of 
tho men engaged in tho attack. He said 
there wero five native crafts, and that 
they came upon tho Star in a calm and 
carried her by boarding. Tho ship made 
a long and stubborn resistance, but was 
finally captured, and the pirates had 
. buffered such heavy loss that in revenge 
Jicy killed everybody to the last child. 
They then looted tho ship and scuttled 
her, and tho plunder was subsequently 
divided on an island in the China sea. 
Some people believed this story and 
sonic said it was absnrd. The general 
idea was that tho Star foundered at sea 
during a heavy gale. The (lying state- 
ment of tho pirato was never fully in- 
vestigated for some renson. So far as 
tho investigation wont it was proved to 
bo a fact. The pirates had long been 
scattered, many wero doubtless dead, 
and tho idea of bringing the gang to 
justice was given up as impossible. 

In tho year 1868 I was one of tho 
crew of the English brig Swiftsure, 
which was making a survey of tho 
islands to tho northeast of Madagascar. 
At tho Chagos 'group, as wo were pull- 
ing into land ono day, with seven men 
in tho boat, wo wero upset in tho surf 
and only two of us escaped death. My 
companion was a sailor named Wallace, 
and while in n half drowned state wo 
wero swept along tho coast of the island 
by a current and finally thrown on 
short; in a bit of a cove. A boat put off 
from the brig as soon as tho disaster 
was noticed, but only two bodies were 
recovered. The three others wero pulled 
down by the sharks before tho boat got 
to them. Believing this to have been 
the sad fato of all five no search was 
made for the pair of us cast ashore, and 
beforo wo had recovered from our ex- 
haustion and prepared a signal the brig 
had departed for another field. The 
island on which WO were cast is one of 
a group of nine, and the easternmost, 
one of all. It is likely the same today 
as then, having plenty of freshwater, 
most" of' it covered with verdure, ami 
wild fruits, shrimps and shellfish so 
plentiful that a shipwrecked crew of 20 
men could get along there for months. 
Wallace and I were inclined to look 
upon tho affair as a lark. We erected a 
hut in thi! woods, procured (ire by rub- 
bing two dry sticks together, and after 
;t thorough exploration id' our domain, 
which was not over two miles across in 
any direction, wo slept, ate and talked, 
and had a pretty easy time of it. 

Wo had been on the island about 
throe months, when we awoke one 
morning to find tho sea like a sheet of 
glass and the air as still us death. The 
nky was overcast, and yet of a coppery 
color, and tho birds on tho island ap- 
peared to bo in groat alarm. Great 
flocks of them came in from the sea, 
and till along shore the fish wero leap- 
ing out of tho water as if it wero pol- 
luted. 

After snrveying things for awhilo 
"Wallace gave it as his opinion that wo 
wero in for a typhoon or an earthquake. 
The sulphury smell in tho air inclined 
him to the latter, and as soon as wo laid 
oaten wo started for tho center of tho 
island. There was a high hill in the 
center, bare of everything but a couple 
of trees and a few bushes, and we sought 
it on account of tho tidal wavo wo knew 
would surely follow an earthquake. As 
to a disturbance of tho earth, wo were 
helpless except to koop clear of tho for- 
est. It was midday before anything oc- 
curred. Tho menacing lonk of tho sky 
and tho sea increased, and fish by tho 
thousands drove up on tho sandy beach 
to their death. Just about noon, whon 



wo wero woudorlng what it was to be, 
tho wholo island suddonly began to hcavo 
and tremblo. For what seemed a full 
minuto it was like riding a choppy sea 
hi a small boat, only tho sensation was 
strangely bewildering and made the 
head swim. 

Thoro was moro than ono shock, but 
tho first was the most violent and lasted 
longest. Tho threo or four which suc- 
ceeded wero thrills rather than shocks. 
They ran through the island from east 
to west and out to sea, and wo heard a 
chorus of what may bo called shrieks of 
distress from the birds with each vibra- 
tion. Two or threo minutes after tho 
fourth or lifth shock Wallace stood up 
and looked out upon tho sea to tho east 
and shouted to me : 

"Look, look, tho tidal wave is com- 
ing in, and there's a big ship on tho 
crest of it. " 

I sprang up and followed his gaze. 
Ten miles away thoro was a wall of wa- 
ter,, which seemed to lift its white crest 
almost to tin; sky and to reach north 
and south as far as I could see. Riding 
on this crest was a great ship, with her 
three masts standing erect and somo of 
the yards across. For the first ten seo- 
ouds tho Willi seemed to stand still. 
Then it came rolling on like a railroad 
train, and almost before I could have 
counted 20 it struck the shore of our 
island and swept across it. Tho island 
was a good lio feet above Witter in every 
part, while on tiie hill wo wero at least 
100, but all portions save tho hill wero 
covered by at least ten foot. I had 
my eye on the ship alone. It camo 
straight for the hill, but as tho wavo 
divided it was swept to the left and 
struck the earth and was turned full 
about. Whilo it hung thero tho waters 
passed on, and, lo, at our feet, resting 
almost on a level keel, was as strange a 
sight as tin' eyes of a sailor ever beheld. 

It was a ship to be sure, but ono had 
to rub his eyes and look again and 
again to bo certain of it. Thero was the 
great hull — there the threo masts — up 
aloft the yards, and there vcro scores 
of ropes trailing about like slimy ser- 
pents. From stem to stern and from 
keel to masthead tho fabric was covered 
with mud and slime and barnaclo and 
sea grass and shells, and as sho rested 
thero the Witter poured off her docks 
and out of her hold in such a sobbing, 
choking way as to bring the shivers. 
Not :t word had passed between tho pair 
of us while tho wave raced in and 
across the island, and tho ground below 
us was clear of tho last water beforo 
Wallace said: 

"1 think this ends it, and let us both 
thank God! This ship was heaved up 
from tho bottom of the sea, where sho 
must have rested for a good many years, 
but we'll have to wait a day or two be- 
fore wo investigate." 

After a couplo of hours, to lot tho 
ground dry out a bit, wo descended the 
hill to see what damage had been done. 
About one-half the trees on the island 
had been uprooted and carried out to 
sea, and of our hut not it vestige ru- 
maincd. There was scarcely a stone as 
largo as a hen's egg on tho island pre- 
vious to tho wave, but now wo found 
that hundreds of rocks had been distrib- 
uted around, whilo tho dead lish wero 
so numerous that wo wero hours in 
gathering them up and giving them to 
the tide to bear away. Two hours after 
tho last shock tho sky cleared, the sun 
camo out, and by night tho island was 
fairly dry in till parts. We, however, 
gavo the ship all next day to get rid of 
her water and harden in the hot sun. 
You aro prepared to hoar, of course, 
that sho proved to bo the long lost Star 
of India. We found that out beforo wo 
had been aboard of her a quarter of an 
hour, and later on wo had it dozen rea- 
sons for believing that tho dying -Malay 
had spoken the 1 truth. 

I tell you that ship was a queer sight. 
Her ocean lied had been hundreds- of 
feet deep, and tho mud covered every- 
thing to the depth of a foot — in somo 
places two or three. Neither one of us 
had beard of the Star or her loss, but 
we knew this wreck to bo that of an In- 
diaman, and we went at it to dour 
away tho stuff and get into her. We 
were a full week doing this, and at 
every turn we came across evidences to 
prove the story of the Malay. Threo or 
four of her guns wero yet in place, and 
from the way she had been knocked 
about by cannon shot it was easy to fig- 
ure that she had made a hard tight and 
suffered great loss of life bi fore she 
gave in. liven before wo began work 
we found the auger holes bored in her 
bottom to scuttle her. Tho great cabiu 
and every stateroom had two feet of 
mud on tin' lloor, and I may tell you 
that we worked hard for four weeks bi - 
lore we got the hulk cleaned out. 

We made tho ship our homo for six 
months and were then taken off by a 
whaler, and our story was the first news 
received of tho long lost ship. The Eng- 
lish government sent a man-of-war to 
the island to overhaul thehulk, and me- 
mentos of her have long been on exhi- 
bition in tho British museum. Nothing 
could be moro queer than tho way wo 
found her, or, rather, tho way sho was 
heaved up by the sea to be discovered. 
From soundings made to the east of tho 
island in IKiiT-S it was estimated that 
the great ship rose from a depth of over 
2,000 feet. Nothing but an earthquake 
could have lifted her from that depth, 
nothing but a tidal wavo held her up 
and swept her to our feot.

NAVAL CONSTRUCTION. 



High Engine and Tiro Room Tempera- 
tures on » Warship. 

Tho great internal heat that rendored 
the Amphitrito inefficient was duo to 
lack of provision for ventilation in the 
engino and boiler spaces. Thcso regions 
becamo so hot that little useful work 
■could bo dono in thorn, and tho lack of 
nir was such as to actually ruin the fur- 
uaco draft, smoko coming out freely 
from tho holes in tho furnaco doors. 
Aside from two small ash hoist tubes 
in tho central part of tho fireroom and 
a small escape hatch forward, thero 
woro no openings from tho firorooui to 
tho outer air. 

Tho boilers reached nearly to tho iron 
main deck of tho vessel, and as tho air 
abovo them and between tho dock beams 
had no escape it becamo greatly heated 
and lay roasting in thoso spaces. It was 
impossible for a man to go on the grat- 
ings behind tho upper parts of tho boil- 
ers after they had been under steam a 
few hours, though tho main and auxil- 
iary stop valves wero there. A board of 
officers that reported on temperatures in 
tho vessel got at this place only by in- 
troducing a thermometer on tho end of 
a long pole, and this thermometer, 
when fished out and taken to a place 
where it could bo road, showed 202 de- 
grees. 

Tho superstructure containing the 
cabin and wardroom was directly above 
tho engino and boiler rooms, with a 
light wooden floor laid over tho iron 
main deck. At sea, with tho doors 
closed, (his habitation becamo exactly 
like a frying pan on a hot stove lid. 
Tho smoke pipe, partly uncovered for 
alleged ventilating purposes, passed 
through the center of tho wardroom and 
by vigorous radiation contributed its 
full share to tho general discomfort. 
The deck, in spito of its wooden sheath- 
ing, was so hot as to bo painful, and 1 
hesitate to say from memory tho tem- 
peratures tho board reported as being 
usual in the rooms, in bureau drawers, 
on tho wardroom tablo and in other 
parts of tho officers' quarters. It was a? 
high as 112 degrees, and I think great- 
er. Sleep was only a period of uncon- 
sciousness, induced by utter exhaustion, 
and was without restful quality. 

Tho fireroom temperature was never 
below 150 degrees and often abovo 170, 
■whilo tho engine room ranged closely 
about loO degrees. For tho first 24 
hours tho men stood it well, but on the 
second day seven succumbed to tho heat 
and were put on tho sick list, ono of 
them nearly dying. Eeforo tho voyage 
was ended 28 had been driven to seek 
medical attendance. 

On tho evening of tho fourth day out 
our men had literally fought with fire 
to a finish and had been vanquished. 
Tho watch on duty broko down ono by 
ono and tho engines, after lumbering 
along slower and slower, actually stop- 
ped for lack of steam. Tho ship was al- 
lowed to drift inshore on tho tide and 
was finally brought to an anchor in St. 
Simon's sound. Though a warship of 
formidable characteristics and sent on 
this distant service, it is doubtful if the 
Amphitntc i tjuld have gone into action 
at that time or have steamed 100 miles 
farther to savo herself. — F. M. Bennett, 
U. S. N., in Cassier's Magazine.

The 
judge and Senator Fessendcn had been 
appointed on a commission, with several 
others, to treat with tho various chiefs 
of tho Sioux Nation on an important In- 
dian question of the day. It was long 
before railways had been introduced 
into the far west, and tho members of 
the commission had to travel on horse- 
back. Judge Doolittlo was chairman of 
tho commission, but at tho conference 
shifted that duty to tho shoulders of 
Senator Fessendon. The hitter was high- 
ly pleased at the honor conferrod on him 
and much "puffed up" in cousoquence. 
Tho judge had method in his madness, 
however, for he had heard of tho pe- 
culiar reception tendered by tho Indians 
to the spokesman of any party of visit- 
in;; whiles. 

At the appointed time tho two parties 
to the conference congregated. Then 
Were probably 200 Indian chiefs present, 
with their wives. Senator Fessendon 
advanced to do tho honors for the com- 
missioners, when, to his dismay, tho 
whole body of Indians, squaws and all, 
advanced and, after embracing tho 
chairman, gavo him, according to their 
custom, a welcoming kiss. Judge Loo- 
little often said ho thought that Fessen- 
deu never forgave him for the trick.— 
Boston Herald.

GREAT BRITAIN 

IN VEST AFRICA- 

We are 6tire that everyone will be 
pleased to know that there ia no likeli- 
hood of a collision between Great Britain 
and France in West Africa, The de 
epatcheB of day before yesterday looked 
very threatening. The London journals 
had assumed a warlike tone, and France 
was given to understand that if nothing 
short of hostilities would suit her pur- 
poses, she could have aB much of that 
sort of thing as she wanted. This haB 
called forth a very pacific utterance 
from the French government, and the 
incident may be said to be closed. 

Several thinga may be noted in this 
■connection. One of them is the readi- 
ness of the British public to take fire at 
any attempt on the part of France to in- 
terfere with British interests abroad. 
War between the two nations would be 
an exceedingly serious thing, but nogov- 
ernment of Great Britain would dare to 
shrink from it, if it appeared to be neces- 
sary to maintain the national 
lionor or the integrity of Bri- 
tish territory. Another interesting 
fact is that France seems very desirous 
to keep on good terms with her island 
neighbor. The tone of tho French presB 
on several occasions of late has been 
.such that one might expect statements 
like those appearing in the Loudon pa- 
pers to be followed by something very 
closely resembling a declaration of war. 
On the contrary the French minister for 
foreign afi'airB has been wholly friendly 
and exceedingly definite in what he has 
Lad to say. Hia reply to the British 
ambassador seems to put at rest all pres- 
ent danger of any trouble arising be- 
tween the two powers in WeBt Africa, 
and that iB the only part of the world 
where there is any existing likelihood of 
their interests coming in conflict. 

It ia worth while in this connection to 
speak of the progress made by tho Brit- 
ish representatives in West Africa in 
establishing order in communities that 
only a very fow years ago were sunk in 
the worst savagery. The change has 
been remarkable, bo much so as to ex- 
cite surprise even among those who are 
familiar with the extraordinary faculty 
of the British race to deal with 
savage tribes. Special reference haB 
been made lately in the British 
press to one tribe, which is of a more 
than usually warlike character. It has 
been governed by ten Englishmen with 
one hundred and fifty negro soldiers, 
and so well has the work been done that 
these late peraietont foes of ours are now 
living in a most peaceful condition and 
enjoying a high degree of prosperity. 

It is also of great interest to note that 
through tiie influence of our represent- 
atives on land and the vigilance of our 
cruisers at Bea, the slave trade has been 
almost whilly abolished. Occasionally 
a dhow, carrying the French flag, is found 
to have people aboard who are undoubt- 
edly intended to be sold into slavery, 
and these our cruisers cannot rescue, for 
the reason that tho French flag puts the 
right of search out of the question, 
France being as much bound to prevent 
tho slave trade as Great Britain. On 
laud Blavery is gradually passing away. 
The condition of the slaves is greatly 
ameliorated. Their masters must treat 
them moro fairly, because, if they do not, 
the slaves can escape and they will not be 
allowed to retake them. Tne result ia that 
the slaves are rarely i' 1-trented, and in the 
course of time tho institution of slavery 
will be totally abolished. It may not 
quite suit some people that the British 
ollicers have not insisted upon the im- 
mediate abolition of every vestige of 
slavery i" the districts over which they 



exercise control; but they have been 
confronted with a choice of evils. To 
decree immediate enfranchisement with- 
out compensation would be to arouse 
hostility in the most influential quarters 
and thereby retard the civilization of the 
country. To attempt to manvftnit the 
slaveB and compensate the ownera would 
be to impose a heavy burden of taxation 
upon some one. To set the slaves free 
would be in most cases to make their 
situation very much worse than it has 
been. The only course left waB to make 
tho perpetuation of slavery impossible, 
and to surround its continuance with so 
many safeguards as to improve the 
status of the slaves. This has been 
done, and we think in the long run-it 
will be found better than any of the 
other plana. British influence in West 
Africa is for liberty and civilization. 



A TENTATIVE PROPOSITION. 

It ia very evident that a large sum of 
money will be required in this province 
to pay for necessary development. There 
ia naturally a great deal of objection on 
all sides to increasing the permanent 
debt more than can bo avoided, and 
many persons are casting around to see 
if they can discover Borne way of getting 
what funds will be required without 
going to the necessity of loans. Solely 
that there may be discussion, and with- 
out ourselves endorsing the proposition, 
and with the most unqualified assurance 
that not only is tho suggestion following 
not made with the approval of the gov- 
ernment, but that tho lirat any member 
of the government will ever know of it 
will be when he reads it in the Colonist 
thiB morning, we present this^plan. 

It is suggested that instead of borrow- 
ing money, the government of the pro- 
vince should take advantage of the spec- 
ulative spirit that is abroad and issue 
land scrip, to be redeemed by the holder 
taking up mineral laudB within the pro 
vince. Thus, scrip should be iBBued en- 
titling the holder to receive from the 
provincial government a grant of a cer- 
tain area, ten, twenty-five or fifty acres, 
as might be thought most desirabl 
The holder of such scrip should be at 
liberty to file upon ungrauted lands, and 
immediately upon his Btaking being re- 
corded should be entitled to receive a 
crown grant of the land so recorded, 
Biich grant carrying with it the right to 
the precious and base metal and all min 
erals without being compelled to do any 
assesBmeut work thereon; but his hold- 
ing in all other respects should be sub 
ject to the same regulations as apply to 
other property of any description oh 
tained from the government under the 
laws as they now stand. 

It is claimed that if Biich Bcrip were 
offered for sale there would be a great 
demand for it, and that as high as five 
dollars an acre could be easily obtained 
for lands sold under such an arrange 
ment. To explain the matter a little 
more fully, it may be added that after 
the sale of this scrip had been author- 
ized, government agentB in all parts of 
the province should be instructed to 
offer it for sale. The purchaser would 
simply go to the agent, pay his money 
and get hia piece of Bcrip, which would 
be transferrable withoutendorsement by 
anyone. In this respect it would be 
juBt the same as a bank note. The 
holder of the Ecrip could take it and 
keep it in hiB pocket aa long as he 
wished, or he could proceed forthwith to 
locate a piece of ground for any purpose 
whatever, and immediately upon hiB 
entering the fact of his location with the 
number of the piece of scrip upon the 
strength of which it had been located, 
he would be entitled to a crown grant 
thereof, surrendering his scrip and re- 
ceiving from the officer a memorandum 
Bhowing that ho had perfected his title 
to the land. 

It may be objected to such an arrange- 
ment that under it a person having 
command of a large amount of money 
might buv and lock up large areas; it 
may also be objected that to permit a 
pereou to occupy mining claims in this 
way and not work them would be con- 
trary to the whole spirit of our mining 
laws. We see these objections, and it is 
because we 6ee them that we throw the 
question out for discuBSion without ex- 
pressing any opinion upon it. At first 
sight the proposition seems to be an at- 
tractive one, but like many an attractive 
idea, it may not stand as cloEe an inspec- 
tion us it ought to, in order to be accept- 
able. We give the suggestion for what 
it is worth and shall bo glad to hear 
from correspondents in regard to it. 
We have sketched the plan in the 
most general way and we fear very 
crudely, but our object ia to get 
the idea before the public. If it is prac- 
ticable todeviso some plan whereby it will 
bo possible to get out of our vast domain 
sufficient money to pay for all needed 
public improvements and the same time 
not retard the progress cf the province, 
wo think it will bo worth doing. In 
matters of this kind discussion is highly 
important. It will bring out tho weak 
points of a case and develop the Btrong 
ones. Money must bo obtained for the 
purposes mentioned. If it cannot be 
obtained out of tho public domain, 
in view of the fact that it certainly can- 
not be obtained by direct taxation, the 
only course left will be to borrow it. For 
this reason, tho fullest discussion of the 
question raised by the above suggestion 
cannot fail to be of advantage.

Mineral City News is the name of 
the latest addition to 'British Columbia 
newspaperdom. Mineral City is in the 
Cariboo valley, and Cariboo valley iB in 
the Slocan district. As this is not a 
very definite address, we may add that 
Mineral City is 20 miles Bouth of Nakusp, 
45 milea west of Kaslo, 25 miles north- 
west of Slocan City, 75 miles north of 
Rossland, and 7 miles east of Burton on 
Lower Arrow lake. Now you ought to 
be able to locate Mineral City on the 
map ; but you cannot find by reference 
to the News how often that paper is to 
be issued. We judge it to be weekly. 
The editor is Alfred W. Dyer, formerly 
of Hongkong, now of Kossland. 

At last accounts the United States re- 
lief expedition was having a pleasant 
time at Nanaimo. Thi3 relief business 
ia the funniest thing on record. No 
comic opera writer ever designed any- 
thing so grotesque. First we had Dr. 
JackBon circussing around Lapland after 
reindeer; then we had shipments of 
reindeer that died on tho way ; then we 
had— it is useless to go through all the 
actB of the solemn farce. At present the 
concern, sons reindeer, iB seeking the 
friendly shelter of a BritiBh Columbia 
port. , 

The newspapers of Canada did not 
ask for the removal of postage and they 
are not making any Bpecial protest 
againat .its reimposition ; but it is only 
fair to say that they have made all their 
business arrangements on the basis of 
free transmission of the paperB through 
the mails. Hence if they are charged 
postage they will have no way of recoup- 
ing themselves from subscribers, and 
the charge will be a direct taxation 
upon the publishers. 

Tin; RrsBland Miner draws attention 
to tho probability of a large output of oil 
from East Kootenay. There eeemB to be 
very little doubt that a large and very 
valuable oil bearing district exists in 
that part of the province. We hope it 
will be possible bo to manage this un- 
developed provincial asset that it may be 
kept out of the hands of the Standard Oil 
monopoly. Oil properties are likely lo 
prove very valuable, for the United 
States supply is falling off. 

Tm; death of Rev. Coverdale Watson 
removes from the Methodist ministry 
and from the field of good works a 
gentleman of commanding ability and 
earnest devotion. He leaves a large 
circle of friendB, and goes to the gra\e 
respected by all with whom he came in 
contact. He had very many friends in 
this city, where he lived for some years. 
He has been ill for a long time. 

We are not surprised that offers are 
being made by Americans to build rail- 
ways into the Yukon from points on 
Lynn Canal ; but what we all want to see 
is an all-Canadian line and no other. It 
is bad enough to permit foreigners to 
carry away from the country what gold 
they can get, without allowing them to 
make all the money to be made out of 
trade and transportation. 

We wonder how it would Buit our 
neighbors to have Canada declare that 
no foreign vessel should presume to go 
North through our territorial waterB 
without reporting at our cuBtom houses 
and taking on an escort. Such an ar- 
rangement would be quite as reasonable 
as some of the demands made on their 
behalf.

Considerable interest appears to be 
taken locally in the new issue of postage 
stamps, the changed colors of which are 
still a subject of considerable specula- 
tion. The colors are now as follows: 
Half-cent, black; one-cent, green ; two- 
cent, purple; three-cent, red; five-cent, 
blue; six-cent, brown; eight-cent, 
orange; and ten-cent, dark purple. 
These are the only denominations of the 
newstamp8 yet issued, and the appear- 
ance of the less common specimens will 
be awaited with curiosity. One thing 
has been noted to the discredit of the 
new issue, and that is that they appear 
to shed the ink of the cancelling stencil. 
A sample stamp that has been through 
the poBt office is now at the Colonist 
office that would defy an expert, and un- 
doubtedly pass muster for use a second 
time.

Watson was at the same time a man of 
great kindliness and broadest charity. 
His friends throughout the province are 
many, and by all the news of his demise 
will be received with deep sympathy for 
the bereaved household.

Captain James Gaudin, resident agent 
of the marine department, emphatically 
denies the statement made last week by 
a Puget Sound paper that the Victoria 
officials are blind to violations of the 
regulations governing passenger busi- 
ness. The statement referred to is, lie 
aays, moat unjust, and doubtlesB with- 
out an investigation, for tho purpose of 
damaging tho Northern passenger trado 
from this city. Speaking in defence of 
his department in this connection, Cap- 
ain Gaudin said yesterday: "A few 
days ago the American tug Rustler, I 
hink, went North from the Sound with 
two bcowb iu tow. These barges, accord- 
ing to report, had fifty passengers on 
board, besides horses, fodder and other 
freight; these men in the event of one 
of thoBe towlines breaking, say on a 
dark night or on a rough part of the 
coast, would be exposed to certain ship- 
wreck. Now, in the way of contrast, the 
Canadian act, chap. CS, sect. 53, says; 
tugboat shall bo employed 
tow any barge or any 
'boat, bateau, scow or undecked 
vessel having passengers on board, un- 
lesa such vessel haB been inspected by 
an inspector of hulls and equipment and 
by him certified as provided in schedule 
C to this act, to be fit and properly 
equipped to carry pasaengerB on waters 
on which she is so towed ; and no Such 
vessel shall, while so towed, have on 
board a greater number of passengers 
than she is certified as being lit to carry 
safely : And for any violation of this 
provision the master and the owner of 
the tugboat, and the owner and perBon 
in charge of such barge, boat, bateau, 
scow or vessel carrying such passengers, 
shall each incur a penalty not exceeding 
two hundred dollars, and not less than 
twenty dollars.' There have been no 
complaints lodged against any of our 
Bteamships," Capt. Gaudin continued, 
"and the law as to the number of pas- 
sengers each shall carry has been rigid- 
ly enforced. An inspection of every 
vessel is made annually and more fre- 
quently, according to the judgment of 
the inspectors, and further I can say 
that with the exception of a very few all 
these Northern bound vessels are classed 
in Lloyd's. It is impossible for these 
American critics to point to one single 
instance of unseaworthiness, such as has 
come under my notice in the caBe of the 
Clara Nevada, North Pacific (in which 
instance the passengers refused to go 
farther North than Port Townsond), Eu- 
gene, and many others which I might 
mention. On the other band, there is 
no case on record where passengers have 
refused to lea?e on one of our ships, 
as in the case of the North 
Pacific, which vessel had been inspect- 
ed by a Untied States certified officer." 
To put the matter briefly, the Canadian 
agent of marine denies that Klondike 
steamers from this port are permitted to 
depart with a greater number of pas- 
sengers on board than their register en- 
titles them to carry — that they take just 
as great care, and infinitely more elfec- 
tual measures, to preserve life than do 
the American inspectors. Thelatterap- 
pear to have at last awakened to a real- 
ization of thejr position, for when the 
Alki called at Port Towaeend, 35 pas- 
aengerB were taken from her, while the 
Queen's passenger list was the same day 
reduced by 55 — the limit having origin- 
ally been exceeded by just this number. 

all must be heady. 

Now that half the boats on the Pacific 
Coast would appear to have been pressed 
into service on the northern route, the 
question has been frequently asked of 
late on the local waterfront, are the 
authorities seeing to it that ttie crowded 
Klondike carriers are properly equipped 
with life-saving facilities. Thanks to 
strict inspection and to the pride of 
British Columbia shipping men in their 
floating property, no cofliu ships are 
sent out of this port or province; but are 
the life beltB or rafts Bupplied in required 
number.' Do the crews of the crowded 
steamers know what to do in cases of 
fire or other emergency, and, most im- 
portant of all, are the boats on each and 
every Bteainer seaworthy and ready to 
be lowered and used at a moment's 
notice if need be? 

RUMORS OK WRECK, 

Several of the passengers who arrived 
from the North on Monday state that on 
Lattery point, twelve miles this side of 
Skagway, still another steamer is re- 
ported to have been wrecked near the 
Sandapit light. The unlucky craft this 
time is described as a tramp steamer 
closely resembling tho Oliver Wolcott. 
This wreck appeared to the sailboat 
which reported it at Skaorway to be utter- 
ly deeerted, from which it iB to be con- 
cluded that her crew either perished or 
eecaped by the boats. On Kashevarot 
point, twenty-live miles this Bide of 
Wrangel, tho lumber schooner Port Ad- 
miral is added to the list of craft that 
have made their last run to the North, 
her loaa having fortunately been unat- 
tended by any fatality. 

Tin: THISTLE DEPARTS. 

Until late laat evening the carpenters 
were busy providing for additional pas- 
sengers on the ateamer Thiatle, prepara- 
tory to her sailing for the north early 
this morning. Neat little dop; hoiiBea 
were being built all round the upper 
deck, where the occupants could be 
kept warm and out of tho way of 
the passengers' Bleeping andeating quar- 
ters. There are fifty of tho huskies to 
go up on tho steamer this morning, and 
more are to be taken on at Vancouver 
and Nanaimo. At the former 
city sixty p.'.ssengers are waiting 
to embark, and from the latter 
twenty are in readiness to take the 
steamer. Prom Victoria the steamer 
is taking a crowd that brings her paBsen- 
ger list up to over a hundred. Many 
Americans are among this latter num- 
ber, and destinations seem pretty evenly 
divided between Wrangel, Dyea and 
Skagway. The majority are going 
through to the Yukon and will.

Provincial Legislature Have An- 
other Day Debating the Reply 
to the Speech. 



Mr. Speaker Rules That It May 
Be Taken ■ Up Again 
Seriatim. 



The legislature yesterday continued 
the debate on the addreBS in reply to 
epeech from the throne, which now 
seems as if it would laBt several days 
longer, for upon the point coming up as 
to whether the address coald be dis- 
cussed clause by clause, the Speaker 
ruled that it could, and consequently the 
debate reopened. The first two clauses 
being merely formally passed without 
comment, but when the third one was 
reached .Mr. Cotton moved an amend- 
ment, declaring that the mortgage tax is 
double taxation and that free minors' 
licenses should not bo required of mine 
laborers. This was declared out of order 
by the Speaker, and the debate at this 
point was adjourned till to-day. 

The house opened with prayer by 
Kbv.

Hon.O. E. Pooley then resumed the de- 
bate on the speech from the throne and iu 
opening said : "In addressing thehouBe 
1 have no department to defend and I 
only speak to the general policy of the 
government, and before proceeding I 
have much pleasure in complimenting 
the gentleman who had moved the ad- 
dress in a nest speech, and the gentle 
man who had in such sound common 
sense remarks seconded the same, but I 
cannot congratulate the member for 
New Westminster city, who has only 
complimented these gentlemen because 
it was the custom of the house to do eo, 
nor with the junior member for Vancou- 
ver, who stated that the mover had to 
call in the assistance of Kipling, and the 
seconder had to call Providence to his 
assistance. It would have been 
much better if the junior member 
for Vancouver had called in some 
one to assist him, as he then 
would have been able perhaps to reduce 
the inasa of flgurea which he inflicted 
npon the house yesterday in some sort of 
intelligible manner. But, Mr. Speaker, 
with all the Bkill and manipulation of 
these figures ho could not make them 
show that the province is not in a very 
healthy and progressive state. I could 
not but be Btruck by the happy, jubilant, 
smiling and confident expression upon 
the faces of the members of the opposi- 
tion when they attended at the opening 
of the house and naturally concluded 
that they were reflecting the pleasure 
felt by the country at the general pros- 
perity and the expectant greater ad- 
vancement at no distant day ; but what 
was my surprise upon enquiry to find 
that these smiles of satisfaction were due 
to the fallacious reports sent to them 
that three days alter the opening of the 
house the government would be voted 
out, but now they find that the report 
was without foundation and that the 
government members are fully in accord 
with the ministers, they have gone into 
a stale of collapse, and we see 
the same hungry longing upon 
their faces as they look at the treasury 
benches, which are still eo far from 
them. And they have the same look of 
gloomy, settled despondency in their 
i\iee3 which I as a member of this house 
have noticed for the last 1G years and is 
ii.delibly fixed upon my memory. The 
senior member, who has been followed 
by others to the same effect, haB on- 
deavored to belittlo the new parliament 
buildings, but the weight of his re- 
marks was addressed to the fact that 
these buildings had been placed at Vic- 
toria instead of Vancouver. The hon- 
orable gentleman forgets that this was 
made a question at the last general elec- 
tion and the government were strongly 
supported at the pollB. The honorable 
gentleman alao stated that the buildings 
were built before they were required. 
Now, sir, with this remark I take issue. 
The infant province of British Columbia 
has outgrown its swaddling clothes and 
requires to be attired iu raiment fitting 
ttu position she has now taken among 
the provinces of the Dominion; and I 
fuliy believe that in a very few years 
the province of British Columbia will ba 
recognized as the richest province in tho 
Dominion, if not the most populous. 
You cannot keep it back." Mr. 
Pooley then referred to tho re- 
marks of Mr. Macpherson. who in a 
ibug desultory speech had brought 
charges of extravagance against the gov- 
ernment, and the gravamen of the charge 
was that the government had had to 
send to Chicago (or alteration a tablet 
on whic.i was chronicled certain events 
connected with the new parliament 
buildings. Now when an opposition 
member in the course of an hour could 
njt produce a more Berious charge of ex- 
travagance against the government the 
opposition was pretty weak. Ho had 
heard at each closing session the most 
direful prognostications of the position 
of the government after the general elec- 
tions, in fact positive extinction was al- 
ways foretold, but tho resulcB had not 
justified the prophesies. During the de- 
bate one alter another have adopted tho 
same happy allusion to tho government's 
extinction, and Mr. Cotton to wind up

ig the house and the 



government with a mass of figures, actu 
ally preached the funeral oration over 
the government. He had no doubt that 
tho remarks were heartfelt, but it would 
require more than a simple jumble of 
figures to induce tho people of this pro- 
vince to place tho honorable gentleman, 
though of Buch pronounced financial 
ability, in the position of minister of 
finance. He thought that tho govern- 
ment, which had done all it could with 
tho means at its command for the 
advancement of the province, anl he 
felt iiuito confident that after thego leral 
election now appro! ching the present 
government would bo sustained by the 
votta oi the people and would return in 
a suffi riently strong position to carry on 
the good works which they had inau- 
gurated for the benefit of the province. 
(Applause.) 



Mr. Forster (Delta) in beginning his 
remarks, said that Dr. Walkem had mis- 
represented the Liberal convention. 
He proceeded to read tho resolutions 
brought before that convention for the 
purpose of trying to show that tho Lib- 
erals did not want to be bound down in 
party lines in the provincial election, 
Mr. Forster next claimed that the am- 
endment to the license law last year 
gave tho power not to the property own- 
ers, but the residents, to Bay whether a 
license should be granted or not. He 
claimed, too, that the accident to Capt. 
Hall, superintendent of the Le Roi 
mine, waa caused by the buck- 
ets not being properly protected. 
In reply to the president of 
the council he maintained that the oppo- 
sition were just as anxious for the pros- 
perity of the country as the government, 
and that where they differed was that 
the opposition believed in prosperity for 
the province in general while the gov- 
ernment believed in prosperity for in- 
dividuals. Touching on tho Shuswap 
and Okanagan railway aid he main- 
tained that while the bonds were guar- 
anteed at $25,000 a mile by the govern- 
ment at -1 per cent, the bonds were sold 
at SO cents on the dollar, or $20,000 a 
mile, and while the province paid or. 
$2j,U00 a mile the road never coat more 
than $15,000 a mile, so that the company 
pocketed $5,000 a mile on the trim - 
action. He accused the government ol 
unduly favoring the C.I'. It. and of giv- 
ing away public lands to companitB 
without adequate returns. Mr. Hunter 
had spoken of tho Dominion grant to the 
Yukon A Teslin Lake railway as a mon 
stroua and unparalleled monopoly when 
that gentleman had been connected with 
the E. i v c N. railway, a monopoly tlint 
even the Victoria board of trade— tl e 
most conservative and moasback insti- 
tution—had condemned. 

Dr. Walkem— "The people of Nanai- 
iiio did not condemn it. They voted fa- 
it." 

Mr. Forster went on to Bay that the 
granting of the coal landB in the Crow's 
Nest district waB against tho interests 
of the province in the interests of a few 
men, and went on to claim that the 
Australian policy was tho beat, for 
the country to build and own its own 
railways and not give its land away in 
grants. So nearly exhauated were the 
public lauds of the province that now, 
when a railway asked aBBiatance, they 
had to get it iu caBh. Ho proceeded !o 
diacuBB the Vancouver, Victoria & Eaat- 
ern railway, and claimed that by the 
terms that were now being aBked, it 
meant that the people of British Colum- 
bia would have to put up Jhe money for 
two-thirds of that railway, and that 
being so, he contended that either the 
province ahould build and own ita own 
railways, or else the companies should 
pay for their own roads. He would 
except from the rest oi the gov- 
ernment the Premier, who really did 
want to do right by the people of the 
province, but the only trouble was that 
tho men around him prevented him from 
doing so. The ttovernment took credit 
for putting a clause in tho act last year 
t) control the rates of railways, but Mr. 
Foster claimed this waa a very un- 
necessary provision as the provin'p 
had the right already, and could 
not dispoEe of it without enactment. 
Mr. Forster took exception to Hon. C. 
E. Pooley acting as legal adviaer to the 
E. & N. railway in his private capacity, 
and ended by saying that while he was 
called a socialist, the government were 
anarchists, for they did not govern (or 
the good of the people — they governed 
for the few and not for the many. 

Hon. D. M. Eberts, aftor congratulat- 
ing the mover and seconder on their 
able addresses and the sincere and hon- 
est way in which they had expressed the r 
views, proceeded to criticize the rem: rki 
of the opposition agaiiiBt tho Attorney- 
General's department. The leader of 
the opposition had made a bitter and an 
uncalled for remark when bo said that 
there waB collusion between the mem- 
bora of the executive and someone 
higher in authority to withhold assent 
from the alien labor bill passed last 
session. The leaderof the opposition had 
no right to make any anch uncalled for 
remark. Sjfaras the late lieutenant- 
governor was concerned, Mr. lOberts 
aaid he Bpoko advisedly when he stated 
that the ministry did not know nor did 
they advise him iu his line of action. 
He acted on his own resDonsib'lity and 
reserving his approval of the bill, and 
he must have tiad good and cogent 
reasons for so doing, for while the gov- 
ernor-general's assent had been given 
to all tho other bills, it is 
withheld from the alien labor bill. 
In this connection Mr. Eberts quoted the 
remarks of the present Minister of 
Justice when asked by Senator Mac- 
donald whether Japs would bo excluded 
from the Yukon? Hon. David Milla be- 
ing reported on that occasion aa follows : 
"Japan was recognized aa a civilized 
nation, and waa subject to the duties and 
nrivileges of the country within the 
d imain of international law. Moreover, 
Japan was a powerful nation aa well aB 
a civilized one, and personally he doubted 
if it would be a practical etep to attempt 
to place the people of that nation on a 
different fooling from other civili/.ed 
nations in this regard." The govern- 
ment of this province bad nothing to do 
with tho non-aseont to the bill Mr. 
Eberts affirmed, and he hoped 
tho leader of the opposition 
would stand up and recall his 
remark. Mr. Kberta also defended 
hia department from being responsible 
for the revised statutes not being pUt in 
force sooner. Tho report from the com- 
missioners was not received till February 
12, and a special Gazette waa at once 
issued bringing into force all tho sta- 
tutes except those which first require 
the aBsent of the house. Mr. Macpher- 
son had made a furious onslaught on the 
government for reckless expenditure in 
paying a resident physician for 
Fort Steele Mr. Eberts showed that a 
doctor there waB a necessity on account 
of the number of miners, and it waa in 
the interest of these people that tho ex- 
penditure was made. Turning to the re- 
marks of Mr. Forster on tho Crow's Nest 
coal lands, Mr. Eberts remarked that as 
the crown grants had a clause in them 
f.hat 5 cents a ton royalty had to 
ba paid on overy ton of coal mined, 
ho only hoped that more coal lands wo ild 
bs given away on tho same terms. It had 
oeen stated that the coal seam waa 120 
r,o 150 feet wide, and if that were the 
case the royalty would bring in $7,500an 
acre; but even putting it at 10 feel there 
would boa royalty of from $7000 to $8,000 
-'or overv acre of coal lande. 

Mr. Eborts proceeded to defend the 
nil way policy of tho government, and 
tated that in assisting the Nakusp & 
Slocan railway the one desire was to 
open up the country— to make it acceaa- 
i hie. The second member for Vancou- 
ver (Mr. Macpherson) talked a very ah- 



surd proposition when he spoke aa he did 
about tho Nakusp & Slocan. He read 
extracts from the Year Book of Canada 
for 1890, giving the average proportion of 
cost of operating railways, showing the 
average for 1S08 to have been 09 per 
cent. In the Old Country, he aaid, 
where the wagea are from one shilling 
to two ahillingB perday, tho coat of oper- 
ating railways is certainly very much 
less than in Canada, but the lion, gen- 
tleman had not had the fair- 
ness to come out to our coun- 
try to make comparisons. Taking 
up the question of the Shushwap 
& Okanagan railway, Mr. Eberta said 
that the lion, gentlemen opposite had 
apparently not taken into consideration 
the immenao benefit this road had been 
to the country. Flour mills had beon 
established, iind now their products 
were being shipped to the Coaat and 
formed no small item in tho immense 
volume of trade occasioned by the North- 
ern rush. Farmers were able to ship 
their grain and other produce to market, 
and the thriving town of Vernon would 
have been an impossibility without the 
Shuswap & Okanagan. He contended 
that within a very short timo this road 
would form n not insignificant link in a 
system which would prove of the very 
greatest importance to British Col- 
umbia, and that ere long the 
whistle of the locomotive would 
be heard in Penticton, while the 
government hoped that within a short 
timo a lino of railway would be avail- 
able into tho Boundary country, when 
the ores of that section could be brought 
to the Const for treatment. The state of 
the country now aa compared with that 
existing fifteen years ago Bhould be suf- 
ficient answer as to whether the con- 
struction of the rnilway had been war- 
ranted. There was no doubt that the 
books showed a loss, but this waa a book- 
keeping loss only, aa tho increased pros- 
perity cf the farmers amply reimbursed 
the country for the expenditure and more 
than counterbalanced tho seeming losa 
shown on tho books. Referring to the 
remarks of Mr. PJacpherson about the 
agent general's office, Mr. Eberts said 
they had been most unfortunate, and the 
hon. member must have known that a 
covert charge wpb the most contemptible 



order took the view that the speech 
could not be considered seriatim. 

Dr. Walkem quite agreed that thiB 
would he a departure from the procedure 
of the house, but he was averse to cur- 
tailing in any way the free speech of any 
member. 

Col. Baker believed that any reason- 
able person would acknowledge that the 
subject had been very much dieeuBsed 
— he might say exhausted, and it was 
simply wasting the time of the house to 
continue it further. 

Mr. Turner said it had never been ti e 
intention to discusa it paragraph by pa- 
ragraph. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that it wnB per- 
fectly in order to discuss the speech 
seriatim, agreement or no agreement. 

Mr. Stoddart, in continuing the de- 
bate, thought considerable time had al- 
ready been lost. On the subject of tho 
buildings, ho had been sorry to hear the 
senior member for Vancouver (Mr. Wil- 
liams) say that they would bo all right if 
they were on the mainland. Ho hin.i 
self did not expect them to cost quite so 
much. 

Mr. WilliauiB denied having made 
such a statement, and Mr. Stoddart con- 
tinuing said tho statement was some- 
thing like that. The buildingB would be 
all right if at Vancouver or Westmin- 
ster. Ho might mention that tho vote 
had been carried by a large ma- 
jority, which included tho leader of 
the opposition. He congratulated every 
mechanic who had been engaged on tho 
work. Referring to Kootonay, ho spoke 
of the cow which was said to have 
caused the great fire at Chicago, saying 
that the government had been the cow 
which cauEed the prosperity in 
Kootenay. As to redistribution, he 
woald stand by the government in 
whatever course they decided to pursue. 
The government had encouraged dairy- 
ing in a most satisfactory way. Ho 
represented the most importantdairying 
district in the pre vinco and waa conse- 
quently in a position to speak 
on the subject. On the question 
of roads, he believed the roada 
were a credit to tho province, 
and wero much better on a whole than in 
F'.astern provinces. As to the Pember- 
I ton Meadows road, tho district was so 



thing in tho world, and that it was his sparsely settled ho could not seo that the 



bounden duty to prove Buch a Btatement. 
If he did not do it the people would 
brand him as a falaifier. Ho relerred to 
Mr. F. G. Vernon as an active 
worker under the government who 
had lived the life of a gentleman all the 
way through. It web the duly of Mr. 
Macpherson to get up and produce the 
names of those who had traduced Mr. 
Vernon. If he did not, he ran the risk 
of being called tho originator of the re- 
ports himself. While he Mr. Eberts was 
in London, he had visited the agent- 
general's ofT.co three and four timea a 
week, but he had never seen anything of 
the irregularitiea alleged. The office 
waa conducted as those of all 
other agents-general, and be be- 
lieved Mr. Vernon was a man who 
honestly tried to do his duty and who 
did justice to Lib office. Referring to 
the Thomson drowning accident, the 
Attorney-General stated that instruc- 
tions had been sent to the coroner to re- 
port fully in the case, and ho would read 
the reply received by hia department. 
He would also read letters from Dr. Clen- 
denning and the undertakers, Messrs. 
Center it Ilanna, which would give the 
truth of tiio matter. Mr. Eberts then read 
numerous letters, and these all went to 
Bhow that it bad been through no fault 
of the department that an official inves- 
tigation had not been made. Continu- 
ing, he aaid ttiat the matter had been re- 
ferred to Ottawa, and be read tho reply 
of the department there, stating that 
they did not deem it necessary to hold 
an inquiry. Captain Jaggers had asked 
Captain Gaudin for an investigation, he 
believed. His department had not gone 
on with the investigation because they 
could not, and he thought that no dere- 
liction of duty could be shown as againBt 
hia department. Ho regretted that such 
an occurrence aa thiB should bo intro- 
duced into tho politics of the country. 
Mr. Kberts then dealt with certain ac- 
counta which he had been asked to ex- 
plain, the aame having come before the 
tiouBe, notably that of Leamy & Kyle 
and the Sayward matter. After going 
into the details, he stated that when the 
fifltimateB were brought down it would 
likely he found that provision had beon 
mado for the relief of the workmen 
whose wagea were unpaid. Ileexplained 
the Corbin grant nnd Curry matters re- 
ferred to by Mr. Kellie and concluded 
amidst applause. 

Mr. Sword then rose and said he waa 
sorry indeed if anything he had said 
would bo taken as being directed against 
the Attorney-General personally. Noth- 
ing of the kind had been intended — it 
waa meant that the charge in one 
Thompson caae should be against the 
department. 

Mr. Helmcken rose to make a few re- 
marks on the speech, and called tho at- 
tention of tho house to the fact that the 
progressive policy of tho government had 
been inuuurated by their predecessors. 
He also wished to impress upon 
the members that it was their 
duty to work together for the good of tho 
public, and co-operate hb much as pos- 
niblo with tho government in ita en- 
deavor to bring in legislation for the 
good of tho province. Ho referred in 
v ( ery high torma to tho contractors on tho 
new buildings and the good work thny 
had performed, and believed that in 
the matter of the Alien Labor Act 
it waa their duty to seo that when 
an act was not aesenteel to it be 
again brought in, and in thia particular 
instance it was a matter of great im- 
portance that the legislature Bhould pro- 
tect ita own people in every possible 
way. Ho believed that the asylum was 
alao an important institution, inasmuch 
as the unfortunates sent there had in 
the past undoubtedly benefit-led greatly 
from tho treatment received, and tl o 
house should do all in its power to anieli- 
ordtfl the condition of tho insane. 

Mr. Rithet aaid he was sorry ho had 
not been able to attend as constantly aa 
he could have wished. thiB session, and 
consequently bad not heard tho discus- 
sion in all its details; but if all tho re- 
marks were of tho calibre of those he 
had heard to-day from the leader of the 
oppoaition he concluded he had not lost 
much. (Laughter.) Great stress had 
been laid upon hia continued absence, 
but he did not think this had in any 
way interfered with tho biiBiness of 
the" house. Ho felt that ho ahould be 
honored by such mention, especially as 
when the member for Vancouver was 
absent no mention waa made of it on tho 
floor of the house Ho' did not think 
that discussion of the speech should be 
allowed to interfere with the business of 
tho house — what waa wanted waa action, 
not talk. 

Mr. Hunter in rising to a point of

Mr. Speaker ruled the amendment out 
of order on the ground that it embodied 
a resolution cf which Mr. Cotton had 
already given notice this session. 

Mr.Ootion appealed from thia ruling, 
but the Speaker was sustained on the 
following division :

A GREAT PROBLEM. 



Tho Sllsilug Link Between Inorganic and 
Organic Life. 

Ono grout life problem remains which 
tho doctrine of evolution docs not touch. 
Tho origin of species, genera, orders 
and classes of beings through endless 
transmutations is in a sense explained, 
but what of tho first term of this long 
seriesi' Whence camo that primordial 
organism whoso transmitted descendants 
make np the existing faunas and flora.-, 
of the globe? 

Then.' was a time, soon after the doc- 
trine of evolution g:iined a hearing, 
when tin! answer to that question seem- 
ed to some scientists of authority to 
h:\w been given by experiment. Incur- 
ring to a former belief and repeating 
some earlier experiments, the director 
of tho museum of natural history 
Ron.cn, M. P. A. Pottchot, reached the 
conclusion that organic beings are spon- 
taneously generated about us constantly 
in the familiar processes of putrefac- 
tion, which were known to be due tc 
the agency of microscopic bacteria. But 
in 1803 Louis Pasteur proved that this 
seeming spontaneous generation is in 
reality due to the existence of germs in 
the air. Notwithstanding thu conclu- 
siveness of these experiments, tho claims 
of D'ouchet were revived in England 
ten years later by Professor Bastian, 
but then the experiments of John Tyn- 
dall, fully corroborating tho results of 
Pasteur, gave a dual quietus to the claim 
of "spontaneous generation" as hitherto 
formulated. 

There for the moment tho matter 
rests. But thy end is not yet. Fauna 
and flora are horo, and, thanks to La- 
marck and Wallace and Darwin, their 
development, through tho operation of 
those "secondary causes" which we 
call laws of nature, has been proximal- 
ly explained. The lowest forms of life 
have been linked with tho highest in 
unbroken chains of descent. Meantime, 
through tho offorts of chemists and 
biologists, the gap between tho inorganic 
and tho organic worlds, which once 
seemed almost infinite, has been con- 
stantly narrowed. Already philosophy 
can throw a bridge across that gap. But. 
inductive science, which builds its own 
bridges, lias not yet spanned the chasm, 
small though it appear. Until it ahull 
have done so the bridge of organic evo- 
lution is not tjuite complete, yet even 
as it stands today it is the most stupen- 
dous scientific struct'.:'-,) of our century.

Kd A. [jchloth has received from a 
friend in Savannah, lis., a long and 
small spearhead, a small knife, an awl 
and a ue< die taken from ono of tho pre- 
historic mounds near that city. Tho tools 
are all c!' tempered copper, and when 
suspended by a thread ring like steel. 
They have been hammered out and tem- 
pered, and after having been buried in 
a iiiiuiikI for no one knows how long 
still retain their temper. The mound 
builders, who had disappeared from tho 
face of thi' earth before Columbus dis- 
covered this country, knew how to tem- 
per copper, an art which no man on 
earth has now, although many have en- 
deavored for years to discover tho proc- 
ess. Such specimens are found in but 
few of the mounds opened, tho imple 
me'lts found being generally of stone. 
Mr. Schloth bas a lino collection of rel- 
ics of mound builders nnd of the aborig- 
ines of this coast and values those tem- 
pered copper articles abovo them all. — 
Portland Oregoniau.

THE IRISH PEOPLE WHO DWELL ON 
THE ISLAND OF MYNISH. 



STILL ITJMTINDES.-

Rndo Cablnn Which a Undo and Untutor- 
ed Folk Call Home— Their Vocation Not 
a Very Remunerative One, but They Are 
Strons and Healthy Jlon. 

Eight on tho western borders of the 
land, and upon tho numerous islands 
and peninsulas which are tho common 
natural features of this broken part of 
thu Irish coast, tho kelp gatherers live. 
Lii a certain sense they seem to bo an 
amphibious sort of folk and draw their 
sustenance, apparently always more or 
less scanty and precarious, from sen and 
land alike. Let us picturo their exist- 
euce for a moment, such as wo may see 
it ou the island of Mynish, not far from 
Roundstcfto bay, off the (Jnlway coast. 
Imagine an island, jbout 12 miles in 
circumference, connected with tho main- 
land by a kind of viaduct recently con- 
structed by government, low lying and 
wind swept by tho numerous gales of 
ocean, but crowded with a popula- 
tion of several hundred human beings. 
Every little covo or bay will have its 
cluster of cottages, with their fishing 
boats anchored close by, ready to run 
down tho bay for mackerel or to fetch 
a load of kelp from tho neighboring 
rocks when wind and weather permit 
Thu surface of tho island itself, 
which is strewn with hugo granite 
stones aud bowlders, is parceled out 
with tho most exact and scrutinizing 
jealousy, and if you attempt a short cut 
across country from ono point to anoth- 
er your way is blocked by a continual 
succession of loosely constructed stone 
walls serving as partitions between an 
innumerable series of diminutive plots. 
So intricate and puzzling is tho arrange- 
ment of these plots that you are not at 
all surprised to hear that they tire a 
source of litigation between the owners, 
of the cottages, who are very fond of 
invoking the law in spito of their pov- 
erty stricken condition. 

"Cottages" we call them, for tho sake 
of courtesy, but whereas tho word "cot- 
tage" calls up in the English sense soino 
bright nnd picturesque surroundings and 
sotno appearance of comfort theso cot- 
tages or cabins of the kelp gatherers 
suggest every kind of discomfort. Tho 
walls nre built of the undressed granite 
blocks picked up from tho surfaco of 
the island and loosely put together ac- 
cording to tho rules oj a very primitive 
masonry But tho roof is sometimes of 
sod, and more often of reed. The absurd 
contrast between the strength and sta- 
bility of the walls aud the feoblo char- 
acter of the roof strikes the eye immedi- 
ately. The floors uro of very unsatisfac- 
tory character, as tbey aro simply un- 
even pavements with muddy interstices 
uud calculated to retain every kind of 
filth and abomination. It would bo al- 
most impossible to sweep theso floors 
clean even it there, existed tho will to 
do it. 

If thero is any glass, it is simply mor- 
tised into -some little chink, and win- 
dow frames are unknown — partly be- 
cause wood is scarce and expensive and 
partly because tho fisher folk do not de- 
sire a window that will open. 

As fur as accommodation is concerned, 
there are only two rooms on the ground 
floor — rono.to be used as a kitchen and 
sitting room, tho other to sleep in, no 
matter tho number of tho family party. 
Sometimes there is a kind of loft over- 
head on tho kitchen, where some of tho 
occupants can sleep. Outside there is no 
pigsty or cowshed or any other "oilieo" 
which we aro accustomed to connect 
with the ideas of comfort and decency. 
In cold and rough weather thu pig and 
even tho cow aro admitted to the hospi 
tality of tho lieitrtli. and this accounts 
for their very friendly and sociable 
character. As fur as "rint" is con- 
cerned, tho kelper cannot complain 
greatly, as it is a judicial "rint" and h 
cannot be ejected, no matter how ho 
lives, as long as tho rent is paid. 

Sometimes a kelper has a right to 
a common adjoining and can run a few- 
black faced sheep aud some of the black 
cattle of the country, and whenever h 
is in ;i position to save money ho prefer 
to put it in stock rather than to commit it 
to the keeping of a savings bank. Here 
and there on tho island you may chance 
across a little circle of stono in a retired 
nook. You need not puzzle long over it 
as if it wero some archaeological find: 
for it is simply the foundation of a kelp 
stack that has been piled up inside it, 
and tho calcined appearance of the 
Stones, together with tho ashes around 
them, will immediately reveal its use to 
you. Far away along the windings of 
soaio distant cove you will often see tho 
smoke of these kelp (Ires rolling heavily 
out to sea, aud the kelp stacks them- 
selves are among the common objects of 
tho seashore, with tho long trailing kelp 
weed drooping down their sides. Theso 
have been won with much labor from 
tho deep, and tho yearly wage paid to 
tho Mynish islanders by thu kelp com- 
pany is nearly i'-'.OOO. 

Kelp is, indeed, tho main source of 
thoir wealth, and many a voyage has to 
bo taken before a ton »f kelp is procured. 
Tho weed burns down to a viscous, go- 
latiuous mass under tho action of tho"iiro 
anil then cools down to hard and ragged 
blocka Tho helpers livo on fish, milk, 
tea, bread and eggs chiefly, but seldom 
ou butchers' meat and t bacon, for tho 
pig is really tho "jiutleman that pays 
tho rint." Still, in spite of hardships, 
tho kelpers aro strong and healthy men. 
They would make splendid recruits for 
tho navy, but if they leave thoir nativo 
rocks they find their way to tho United 
States or our colonies. — St. James Ga- 
zette..

GIVEN BACK BY DEATH. 



The One Victorian of the " Clara 
Nevada's " Crew Is Still Among 
the Living. 



A Fortunate Chance Prevented Him 
Sharing His Shipmates' 
Awful Fate. 



The moat welcome letter that ever 
came to Victoria bearing the address of 
Mr. Emery of the Poatoflice cigar stand, 
waa received by that gentleman yester- 
day. It waa a short and unimportant 
communication in itself, but it came 
from Fred. Emery, hia son, and as Fred 
had left home as second Stewart of the 
Clara Navada and the only Victoria 
man of the crew of that ill-starred craft, 
he had not unnaturally been mourned as 
dead during the several days paaaed. 
How he eacaped sharing the fate of hia 
former shipmates does not make a Btory 
either, for it was just an illustration of 
commonplace chance. He had fallen in 
with a Boaton party on the trip up, and 
this party, who propoae building a good 
hotel there, induced him to leave the 
Navada at Dyea and enter their service. 
That was how it came about that he 
escaped the destruction that encom- 
passed the ship; 

News of the Nevada's loss had not, in- 
deed, reached Dyea when Fred Emery 
wrote home, and without being aware of 
it lifted a great weight from the parent's 
heart. They had b r,d a hard trip up, he 
said, the steamer acting like an old tub 
and the majority of the crew keeping 
drunk and fighting the greater part of 
the time, the rowdy element being so 
conspicuous that the steward, Dan 
O'Donnell, would have been thrown 
overboard on the up trip had not the 
captain interfered. 

As to the now fully established de- 
struction of the Nevada, a late issue of 
the Skagway News, just received by Cap 
tain Gosse, of the C.r.N. steamer TeeB, 
Btates, apparently on good evidence, that 
05 lives were lost with the converted cut- 
ter, the O'Brien party on their way back 
to California from the upper Yukon gold 
fields being of the number, and taking 
their joint fortune, variously esti- 
mated from .f'JO.OOO to $120,000, to 
the bottom with them. The wreck 
having been located in but four 
fathoms of water on the eaBternmoat 
point of Eldred island, there Is more 
than a possibility that this treasure may 
be found, as well as any bodies that have 
been held by the explosion— torn hull. 

When the steamers Thistle and Tees 
left the North, the diver, who accom- 
panied the Rustler on her search from 
Juneau, had been down butonce, identi 
tying the wreck and noting the great 
black hole torn, in the hull where the 
boiler room had been — showing that 
after the explosion occurred the life of 
the unlucky steamer had been limited to 
secondB. One of the boats still hung on 
the davits, but had it been possible to 
lower and take possession of them all, 
they would not have alTorded safety in 
the storm that night prevailing. That 
none of the bodies have Bince been re- 
ported washed aBhore is explained by 
the fact that in all the 200 miles of coast 
along which the RuBtler steamed in her 
Bearch for survivors, there are but three 
human habitations— besides which, the 
freBh fallen snow would have long since 
have covered any debris that may have 
washed ashore. 

In the north, even more emphatically 
than on the Sound, the people condemn 
the negligence which permitted the Ne- 
vada to be sent north as a floating coflin, 
inefficiently officered, and with boilers 
leaking so badly that firemen could not 
be kept aboard, as one of those who for- 
sook the ship in the north expressed it, 
"to be scalded to death." W. F. Sapor- 
tas, whoBe brother, E, W. Saportaa of 
Skagway, but formerly of New York, was 
one of thoae lost with the steamer, de- 
clares that both at Simpson and at Ju- 
neau the Nevada was forced to lie up in 
order to patch her boilers, while her cap- 
tain waa so disgusted with the ateamer 
and his engine room staff that he tried 
his best to obtain release from the com- 
mand at Juneau. So strongly do the 
residents of the Lynn Canal towns feel 
in connection with the inadequate in- 
spection that is alleged to have made 
this terrible fatality possible, that they 
are now preparing a petition to Wash- 
ington asking for the criminal prosecu- 
tion of the Pueet Sound inspectors of 
boilers and hulls.

In answering the attack made by Mr. 
Macpherson of Vancouver, Hon. Col. 
Baker in the legislature Monday main- 
tained that no exception could be taken 
to the management of the hospital for 
the insane at New Westminster, while 
the accommodations of the building 
were being improved just as speedily as 
was possible. Last year a sufficient sum 
had been placed in the estimates to pro- 
vide a new wing. The extensive addi- 
tion to the building had now been com- 
pleted, and would, he thought, meet the 
demand for increased accommodation ; 
while a vote would be placed in the esti- 
mates this year for properly heating the 
entire building, the chief cauees for com- 
plaint thus being removed. The lion, 
minister provoked a smile from the most 
serious members when he argued with 
all apparent seriousness that too great 
reliance was not to be placed on the 
opinion held by so many people in Brit- 
ieh Columbia that insanity was caused 
in many cases simply by reading the op- 
poBitign newspapers.

QUATSINO_ MINES. 

A Brief Description of a Promising District 
at the Northern End of the Island. 

The Quataino mining district ib located 
about 280 miles northwestof Victoria, 
near the upper end of Vancouver island. 
Quatsino sound almost biaecls the island, 
extending eastwardly about 22 mileB, 
where it forks, forming three arraa, 
known as the " West Arm," extending 
about 22 miles in that direction ; " Ru- 
pert Arm," extending in an eaeterly 
direction eight or ten miles, and the 
" South East Arm," which divergeB to 
the eouth east about 12 mileB. The sound 
proper and the different arras vary from 
one-half to three miles in width, form- 
ing, with perhaps the exception of Puget 
sound, the most commodious, Bate, and 
magnificent harbor upon the Pacific 
Coast. 

Upon the west shoTe of the south east 
arm and about three miles from the 
forks, Oomstock mountain rises to a con- 
siderable altitude, and down this moun- 
tain Canyon creek, a considerable stream, 
Hows into the sound. Upon either Bide 
of this creek are located the* different 
properties comprised in the new Quat- 
sino mining district, now numbering 
between twenty-five and thirty claims. 
The first of these locations were made 
early in the spring of 18!)7 and were re- 
corded at Nanaimo, which is at present 
the neareBt recorder's office. 

The mountains riBe more or less 
abruptly from the waters of the Bound, 
and their sides are covered by a denso 
growth of magnificent fir, spruce, hem- 
lock, red and yellow cedar and other 
valuable timber, the surface being cov- 
ered by decayed vegetation, rnoas and 
undergrowth which renders prospecting 
difficult. Upon the higher altitudes 
only does snow fall and lie during the 
winter. The rainfall during the winter 
season is rather heavy, but not as exces- 
sive aB further up the coast in Alaska. 

Nearly all of the locations made in 
this district are located upon Comstock 
mountain, which is pronounced by com- 
petent authority to be of diorite forma- 
tion, lying between granite and lime- 
stone. This mountain extends in a 
northwest and southeast direction, par- 
allel to the arm of the sound mentioned, 
and the locations extend along thia 
mountain for a distance of from two and 
a half to three miles, and it is cut by 
numerouB fissure veins of varying width 
and carrying extensive outcrops consist- 
ing of iron sulphides heavily charged 
with copper, and also carrying consider- 
able Bilver and gold, and in some few in- 
stances some zinc ; and quartz veins 
running high in copper and silver, with 
some gold, Some veins show a consid- 
erable amount of galena mixed 
with copper, and runa fairly well 
In gold and Bilver. Other veins 
of almost pure iron BUlphide, which 
would prove valuablo for fluxing pur- 
poses, are also found. Chutes upon 
these latter veins will probably be dis- 
covered later carrying good value in 
gold and copper, aB these sulphides 
cloEelv resemble the best ores from the 
Trail Creek district. Although but little 
development work has yet been per- 
formed, numerous assays taken from 
surface ores, broken off with a pick or 
an axe, have given values varying from 
2.0 per cent, to 15 per cent, copper, and 
from a trace to $7 in gold, with from ono 
to 20 ounces Bilver — and very recent as- 
aayB of ore from a few feet underground 
have given returns in copper, gold and 
Bilver of from $21 to $41 per ton. 

A great advantage that must not he 
overlooked in considering the future de- 
velopment, i8 that tunnel sites are easily 
found, where depth can be obtained 
running up on the veinB at the rate of 
foot for foot. 

On account of the numerous outcrops, 
development work couid be begun at a 
number of very favorable points, where 
tunnels could be driven or shafts sunk 
in pay ore from the surface. There is 
an abundance of water in Canyon creek 
and its tributaries to furnish 
power for drills and other ma- 
chinery, and the dense forests upon 
the claims solve the question ol 
timberring for all time. The configura- 
tion of the ground is such that a gravity 
system can be utilized for delivering the 
timber where needed, and can also be 
largely used in carrying the ores to tide- 
water, where deepwater vessels can lay 
up against the shore at nearly any point 
desired, as the Bound is a vast practical 
harbor, capable of accommodating the 
largest vessels afloat. The most 
remote locationa are not to exceed a 
mile and a half irom tidewater, and the 
majority of them are within one-half 
mile. 

From the shore, water transportation 
to the smelters at Tacoma and Everett 
should not exceed on 10 ton lota $2 per 
ton, and for heavy shipments a material 
reduction of these figures should be 
made. Transportation charges from 
this district to Swansea, Walea, should 
not exceed that on grain to Queenstown 
or Liverpool, which averages about $-1 
per short ton. 

From teata made and figures obtained, 
the ores of this camp can be treated at 
Tacoma or Everett, Washington, at a 
rate averaging $G per ton. However, 
should this district develop as expected, 
and aa present indications imply, the 
ores will be smelted upou the ground, as 
all the necessary lluxes are in the im- 
mediate vicinity, coal existing upon 
Rupert and the West Arm cf the sound, 
and large deposits of limestone within a 
mile by water, and the district itself, ac- 
cording to assay returns, will produce 
plenty of iron, lead aud silica for all 
purposes. 

The absence of ico and snow greatly 
facilitatea mining and Binelting opera- 
tions, and supplies can be laid down 
here from Victoria at the present time 
at from $-1 to ifo' per ton in small quanti- 
ties. 

The country itself is too new to pro 
duco anything in this line except fish , 
which abound in the waters of the 
Sound. Small colonies have been estab- 
lished within a short distance of thedis 
trict, and will in time produce consider- 
able amount of farm and dairy supplies 
necessary. 

The Canadian I?ricilic Navigation Com- 
pany are now operating a boat line be- 
tween Victoria and Quatsino, leaving 
the former place on the 30th of each 
month and making the round trip, 
touching at various other points along 
the route, in from eight to ten days. 
We are assured that us soon as business 
justifies it this service will bo increased 
and extended and that more favorable 
rates will he established when the quan- 
tity of business warrants. The Sound 
can also bo eaBily reached from Vancou- 
ver and the inside channel by rounding 
the upper point of Vancouver Island, 
thus making an optional route of about 
equal length to that from Victoria. Of 
course a large company could make rea- i 



Bonable arrangements for an independ- 
ent service if their interests demanded 
it, aa the route is open to all and the 
necessary steam or sailing craft can be 
e taily purchased 1 1 any time and at rea- 
sonable cost in or about Puget Sound.
